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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. The claims 40 and 41 are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform 
with current U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a 
foreign document and are replete with indefinite and functional or operational language. 

3. The claims are incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted 
elements are: a proof mass, frame, connection arrangement, a pair of elements etc. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -1 8 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior art fails to show a pair of elements, one witch is a quantum tunneling 
sensing tip. 

6. Claims 25-32 and 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 19-24, and 33-35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Flolkmer (New Designs of Micromachined Vibrating Rate Gyroscopes with 
Decoupled Oscillation Modes 1997 p.1 129-1 132). 

Folkmer discloses a in fig. 3 a gyroscope comprising: a proof mass (A), a frame (D) 
supporting the proof mass and connected to only one edge thereof by a connection 
arrangement (b) extending between the proof mass and the frame in a first direction. 
The connection arrangement having a first stiffness in the first direction and a second 
stiffness in a second direction substantially perpendicular to the first direction, the first 
stiffness being significantly greater the second stiffness; and a pair of elements (see 
fig.3). Wherein, the frame and the proof mass are connected to one another by the 
connection arrangement such the, during oscillation of the proof mass in the second 
direction, the proof mass suffer an angular deflection (cantilever effect) with respect to 
the frame (see fig.4 and col. 3 of page 1 130). Wherein, one pair of elements are located 
on the frame comprising anchorages (see fig.3) connected at one end of the frame..
